2. Newly submitted claims 25-44 once again are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention 
originally claimed for the following reasons: The originally presented claims are drawn to reverse micelles whereas the amended 
claims are drawn to a system which form reverse micelles upon contacting with an aqueous fluid and thus, a new invention. 
Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 25-44 are withdrawn from considaation as being 
directed to a non-elected invention.
